'ort in the last week. 
Total produc- 


tion, under some unfavorable weather 
conditions, attained the ulgh mark of 
471,222 tons, a growth o£ 13,SI>7 tons 


". over the week jirevious. 
Shipmonts 


amounted to 15,043 cars, an increase 
ut 555 ears over the week before. Ad 
dltional ovens wer<. put in blast in 
both regions. 
The market is quiet, 


and zu'ost operators are still standing 
firm for $2.75 coke, or but little shad- 
ing on those figures. 


The increase in tiie total number of 


cars sent out, figuring upon a 
con- 


servative average based upon che itn- 
•mense care now extensively ubed for 
the coke trade, show that the week's 
growth in coke making was adequate- 
ly c«red lor by £he railroads. 


These things jjoint out the fact, that 


there is no recession in the efforts of 
the operators to turn out a large _ ton- 
nage, and indicates, too, that there is 
little coke goin^ into stocks.

-with 306 and 625 ovens 
respectively. 


This leaves only a dozen of their 
plants in the region that are not in 
blast completely and but three small 
and ancient plants that have no ov- 
ens running. All their strings of ov- 
ens in the Lower Connellsville region 
are running with every oven in and 
sii days is the universal rule of the 


_• Frick plants in ,>oth regions. 
This 


is indicative ot the high ,presstfre 
which the Fricl: i>eople are working 
under to put out every ton of coke 
possible. 


The Independents are running with 


somo changes during the week. Tbe 
W. J. Rainey interests, the largest 
single concern among the indepen- 
dent producers, m itfe no changes eith- 
er way in their operations, but report- 
ed that they were up to their best ca- 
pacity in those o\ens which'are now 
in blast.

dents, and all but one in the bounds of 
the Lower C'onneilsville region, may 
be noted: 
Crystal works of the Sack- 


ett Coke Company 1'rora 110 to 120, 
their capacity; Herbert of the Con- 
noUsville'Central Coke Company from

to 192; Searight ot the Taylor Coal &. 
Coke Company from 325 to 340, and 
Atcheson of the Republic Iron & Steel 
Company one oven. Stewart works of 
the Stewart Iron Company in the Con- 
nellsville went from 112 to 122 ovens. 


The violent snow storm that swept 


over the region on Saturday affected 
the works somewhat that day, by 
drifting about the mine openings and 
yards, causing ex'ra labor on Sunday 
and Monday at some of them that may 
affect production slightly this week. 
The movemunt o.1 freight-was not re- 
tarded very much the railroad people 
say and Sunday following the storm 
made the task an easier one than it 


would have been in the middle ot the 
week to get the \ards and tracks 
cleared. 
At Youngwood, Sunday wa.s 


given over the clearing up the yards 
of accumulated loads and everything 
was cleared out for the week, it is re- 
ported.

BUREAU OF MINES 


BILL PASSES HOUSE 


Hon. 
George F. Huff of Grecnsburg 
Gets His Measure Through 


After Sharp Debate. 


- WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The bill 
for the creation ot a bureau of mine-s 
in the Department of the Interior, fur 
which Representative George F. Huff 
of Greensburg, Pa,, has been working 
unceasingly since atter passing ^he 
House last session, it failed in the 
Senate for lack of time, was passed 
in the House at about 5.30 last even- 
ing almost unanimously. 


The measure Is one upon which min- 


ers and mine operators were in com- 
plete agreement and it had''a major- 
ity of the Deraocrau as well as oE the 
Republicans on the final vote. 
Col. 


Huff had a telegram from the United 
Mine Workers of America approving 


j_the bill and Congressman Barchfeld 
had a communication from the Pitts- 
burg Coal Operators' Association ask- 
ing support for its passage. Indorse- 
ments were read from the American 
Mining Congress, American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement ot Science, 
the National Association of State Ge- 
ologists and other organizations. The 
Pittsburg and Western Pennsylvania 
members refrained generally 
from 


speaking, but all remained In their 
seats during the several hours of de- 
bate waiting for the vote and helped 
to make the majority what it w»*s. 
They had been busy among the mem- 
bers from other sections, partly 
be- 


cause of the merits ot the measure 
and partly from regard for Col. Huff, 
whose heart was set on reaching a 
final vote before adjournment yester- 
day. The colonel, w^ts'the subject of 
many congratulations. 


The contest was one of the mpst 


spirited ot the session. The opposi- 
tion was not numerous, hut it was in- 
sistent and was led by Representative 
Tawney, chairman of the House coml 
mittee on appropriations, one of the 
ablest men in Congress. To win a 
victory over him is to wear laurels. 


The vital section of the bill

passed provides:

retary of .said department, to fouter, 
pi omote and develop the mining in- 
dtirttries of the "Jnted States: to make 
diligent iiucstlsiition of the methods 
of mining, especially In relation to tin1 
safpty of miners :ind the appliances 
be«t adapted to prevent accidents. The

fully guarded, and the question of the 
moment is which, of the quantities, un- 
covered consumption or unsold produc- 
tion, is going to outlast the other. 
The market certainly is not in posi- 
tion to answer that questhion now, 
and may have to wait until tbe trade

" naces carrying stocks over January l, 
and using them this month with the 
cheerful appearance of not needing 
coke at any time, and coke operators 
working along on. finishing up con- 
tracts or -delivering prompt -Jots which 
have been sold last month and this.

The bill Introduced bj- Congressman Cooper appropriating ?50,0!)0 for an 


ruitable monument in honor ot COLONEL WILLIAM CRA'iVFORD will re- 
ceive the hearty commendation of the Connellsville and Fayette county peo- 
l>*e and of every p.urioUc and public-spirited citizen everywhere who is famil- 
iar with the nation's history. 


The erection uf such 'a monument is but tardy justice to the memory of 


cnS of the foremost figures in Western Pennsylvania's early history. William 
Crawford was the boihood companion and the manhood friend ot George 
Washington. 
The correspondence between them proves that Washington 


trusted Crawford as a brother. Upon the occasion of the latter's death at ihe 
stake, Washington, then President, communicated the sad intelligence 
to 


Congress in a special message in which he paid a high tribute to Crawford's 
worth. THIS -MESSAGE ALONE 'SHOULD BE SUFFICIENT EVIDENCE OF 
THE MERIT OF THE MONUMENT BILL. 


Crawford came to Western Pennsylvania as a member of the Braddock 


expedition under Colonel Washington, and he returned later to become a citi- 
»en. A born leader of men, he- rose at once to official station, and was made 
the first presiding justice of the Westmoreland county courts then having 
jurisdiction over all Western Pennsylvania. At the outbreak of the Revolu- 
tion he quickly ranged himself with Washington and raised two regiments in 
Virginia being elected Colonel ot each. He served with Washington through 
the darkest hours of the Revolutionary struggle, and at its conclusion return- 
ed to home and peaceful pursuits on the banks of the Yo ighiogheny. 


While here he was chosen to lead the Sandusky expedition. He knew not 


fear; no heart on the frontier was stouter; no determination more resolute; 
DO courage more intrepid. Yet it is a matter of record that he went reluc- 
ta.ntly. HE DID NOT SEEK THE HON'OR OF THIS COMMAND, BUT AC- 
CEPTED IT AS A PUBLIC DUTY WITH THAT SAME UNSELFISH AND UN- 
COMPLAINING SPIRIT WHICH WAS CHARACTERISTIC OF THE MAN. 


His fate was tragic. His end was bitterness. His last hours were un- 


speakable agony. Tlie torture of his body he end'ured like a Spartan, and his 
anguish of spirit found vent in but one plea. Almost with his last breath, 
i tending erect and, undaunted before the Judgment Seat, conscious of his imper- 
fections, but strong of purpose and mindful of honor, he modestly asked for 
"that mercy in the future which was denied him in the present." The blazing 
faggots burned his mortal flesh, but they could not shrivel his great, soul. He 
died a Soldier ano a Christian, a Hero and a Martyr, confident of the justice 
of the High Court of last resort before which he pled as he stood fearlessly 
upon the brink of i-temity.

"Under the old sysiem, when party primaries were held separately and apart 
and on different days, under the rules of the party, few paity men thought of 
attempting to vote at another party primary, and those who attempted it were 
indignantly repulsed. 


Under the Uniterm Primary it has become a common custom for voters to 


jarticipate in the PRIMARY WHICH CONTAINS THE MOST INTEREST 
AND THE GREATEST INDUCEMENTS, WITHOUT AXY REGARD TO 
TARTY AFFILIATIONS. In Fayette county, for example, a large number 
of Democrats voted the Republican primary ticket m 1907 and a large number 
of Republicans voted the Democratic primary ticket in 1900. This is contrary 
to the LETTER as well as the INTENT of the law, but by common consent 
challenges were commonly witheld and THE LAW IGNORED. 


Unless the Uniform Primary law can be remodeled to meet such objec- 


tions as these, we had better return to the old system or something similar 
to it. In its.present form, THE UNIFORM PRIMARY LAW IS A UNIFORM 
FAILURE. 


Rights and Wrongs of Stay-at Home Voters. 


The light vote at the borough primary was partially due to the inclement

The 
most important question in the mat- 
ter of assessments is to arrive at an 
equable basis rather than a big val- 
uation. This is what is being done 
so far as possible, and the assessor 
•who boosts his neighbor's taxes away 
above those of abutting districts pre- 
sents an example of unfairness rather 
than of rectitutie.

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WESTERN MARYLAND ENTRANCE 


LIKELY BY WAY OF DIINBAR. 


Probable That Yards and Possibly Division Shops Will Be 


Located Out in Dunbar Township. 


A SHORT CUT TO OHIOPYLE 


More Feasible Route Than Down the 


• Yough River From the 
Mountain 


Resort—Entrance 
to 
West 
Side 


Down 'Po£Sum.,Riin, One Rumor. 


The route by which the proposed 


line of the Western Maryland will en- 
tei* Connellsville is the cause of much 
conjecture these days and while it.is 
early in the game for surmises, it ,is 
learned from a good source that rep- 
resentatives of the company have not 
been idle and have options on rights 
ot way over several desirahle routes. 


One route will put Dunbar on the 


main1 line of the now raid. 
Surveys 


have besn made and options secured 
on desirable property, not 
only 
1'or 


rights of way, but for yards and shops 
as well. That the yards and shops of 
the company may b«? located in the vi- 
cinity of Trotter or Leisenring seems 
as likely as any other guess made sc 
.far. 
This, of course, depends 


•whethei* the "Western Maryland enters 
•Connellsville by way of 'Possum run. 


II possible the new road will avoid 


the confiscation of valuable property 
which would result in huge damage 
suits. For this reason, a round-abotit 
•way or entering town may be decided 
upon. Uy following a, route up 'Pos- 
sum run, which can be made pnic- 


. ticable by judicious grading, the West- 


ern Maryland would avoid the settled 
portions of Greenwood and the West 
Side, and would only have to secure 
unimproved land for Us right ot way. 
With yards in th,e \icinity of Trotter, 
construction across to Dunbar .would 
noC be exceptionally expensive. 
In 


any evens it will be necessary to make 
an overhead crossing of the Baltimore 
& Ohio and Pennsylvania railroads. 
From Dunbar, the line would follow 
up the valley, cross through a break in 
the ridge and strike the Youghiosh- 
eny river in the vicinity of Ohiopylo. 
This would give a shorter line than 
the Baltimore & Ohio, while the grade 
•would be easier for railroading. 


Although. the impression has been 


general that' the T/estern Maryland 
would enter town by way of the Hei'd 
bottom and the-"* Wilson tract, this 
loute seems Improbable. It is hardly 
likely that the road would cross eith- 
er the trades of the Baltimore & Ohio 
or Pennsylvania . at 
grade, 
which 


would be -necessary by that plan, but 
it must also avoid the West Penn 
power Viouse and ita tracks, as '.veil 
as the plant and siding of the Trotter 
Water Company. Further east there 
wjuld be barely room enough for-one 
track, let alone two. and if the West- 
ern Maryland only builds a .single 
track at first, a second line will be 
necessary- in the near future.
